Of the total to be spent on the 
dredgé, $1,500,000 will go-to Hol- 
land for machinery and equipment, 
because Holland produces such 
equipment more cheaply than 
Canada. ; 

The dredging companies con- 
sider the project the height of im- 
providence because, they argue, 
dredges are already on hand in 
British Columbia to handle far more 
work ‘than is available—far more, 
and at less expense, than the Gov-

Public Works Minister David 
Walker answers that the Govern- 
ment had “no alternative”. It had 
to call for a new dredge to take 
the place of the one due for retire- 
ment. Staterooms are included, the 
minister adds, because the depart- 
ment hopes to save time by sleeping 
one. shift aboard while another 
works. He states also that the Gov- 
ernment had been “very careful: to 
cut out any waste and extrava- 
gance.” 

Most people in British Columbia 
are anxious to see shipyards kept 
in business. Their payrolls are im- 
portant. But the same British Co- 
lumbians, as Canadian taxpayers,
